It is in 
fairly good condition, aince 1t waa not destroyed when CH'HN Ming-jen defected. 
GH'EN was ordered away fron the field, and hia treops were replaced ty those of 
HUANG Kio-chieng (4 $, cy), who 1s now responsible for iss protection, The 
airfield 12 In # reatrictad area and no unauthorized peracns are Sllowed to 
approach if. The ataff in composed of about 60 men, gone of whom are Russians. 
However, thie airfield was inapectod by a group of Enesiann in March 1950. I¢ 
in occasionally used by transport planes, but no Jet planes have been seen. 


fhe Shaabeesu { | Js; 7] ) Airfield 4a about six miles southeast of Hatangt'an 
(112-51, 27-54). I¢ 19 very well copetructed, having been completed 1a 1945, 
<3 hae uot been ueed since VJ Day, however, and the runways and buildings are 
in @ atate of disrepair, The Commaniets have done no work on this field to 
date, 


The airfield at Hungyang is east of the city on the Heieng River (4429), tt 
wae destroyed during Pal Chong-hsi'e retreat, but repalrs yere completed in 
February and March 1950. i was then carefully iuspected by high Chinese 
Communist officers and about 10 Soviet technicians. Much nvaition gasoline 
has been shipped there, and about 5,000 drums are in storage, The field is 
fortified and heavily guarded, and is used occagionally by transport planes, 
Twelve Russians are ataying in the eity, but it is not known whether they are 
connected with alr activity, 


The Ta'aichiapy (2% x t ) Airfield is about three miles northveat of Ling- 
Ling (111-32, 26-25). 1% was bulit during the early days of ths Sino-Japanese 
war, and te connected by « spur with the Hunan--Ky-: Raliread, The field

The airfield at Pinheten (41; Bf) has net heen used since 1945 and is in need 
of repair, The Communiste are considering repairing 4%, but no work has bean 
started yet. There are abou 300 labor troops stationed at the field, 
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
